Proposed Prohibition of Beer 


Starts a New Fight in 
the Senate. 


Food Bill to Pass Without 
Delay if the Provision is 
Eliminated

THE TIMES, June 28.—That 

the food-control bill as 

drafted, prohibiting the manufacture 

of beer, cannot reach a vote in the 

Senate without the invocation of the 

new cloture rule, was predicted to- 

night by Senator Gore of Oklahoma, 

chairman of the Committee on Agri- 
culture. 

Should the Senate strike from the 
bill the provision prohibiting the use 
of foodstuffs in the manufacture of 
beer, the bill probably will be passed 
without undue delay. 

But in the opinion of some of the 
Senate leaders, a long and bitter 
filibuster against the measure is to 
be expected unless the prohibition 
provisions are modified. 

Senator Chamberlain, in charge of 
the food bill, said that he did not 
at this time expect to invoke cloture, 
that he would await developments in 
the bill, but that if a filibuster raised 
heady-Re world seek cioture, if 
only to put the Senators on record. 
EFFECT OF CLOTURE. 


The cloture rule was adopted by 
the Senate at the special seasion of 
the Senate last March, when the Sen- 
atore had fresh in their minds the 
filibuster of the twelve wilful men“ 


who had prevented a vote on the 
armed neutrality resolution. It ré- 
quires a two-thirds vote to adopt the 
cloture rule and after it is adopted 
each Senator is allowed to speak for 
an hour, if he wihes. 

The fight over the prohibition fea- 
tures of the bill opened on the floor 
of the Senate today almost imme- 
diately following the substitution of 
the House bill, as amended by the 
Senate Committee, for the 


bill. 

Benator Lodge of Massachusetts 
denounced the effort of the prohibi- 
tionists to mix up food conservation 
with prohibition at a time when the 
first requisite for a successful con- 
duct of the war is a united people. 

He emphasized his position by 
reading a letter written by Abraham 
Lincoln to Horace Greeley, in which 
President Lincoln said: 

“My paramount object in this 
struggle is to save the Union and is 
not either to save or destroy slaves.” 

DUTY TO WIN WAR. 

“Our one great duty is to win this 
war,” said Senator Lodge. “If we 
could do it by completely prohibiting 
every alcoholic beverage, I'd vote for 
it. The effort to impose general pro- 
hibition has been mixed up with the 
question of food conservation, which 
is most important to the winning of 

this war. 

“If I could, I would, with a single 
word, wipe alcohol off the face of the 
earth, I am no defender of K., But 
alcoholic beverages have been used 
by man ever since they have been 
on earth The question is how are 
we to deal with it now. My own 
Bellef is that we ought to stop ab- 
solutely the manufacture of distilled 
spirits from grains and fruits Go 
far as the temperance question is 
concerned, they are the great source 
of evil, any way.” 

The manufacture of beer and wine, 
Senator Lodge said, he would per- 
mit. Thousands of American cit- 
izens, he said, are accustomed to « 
glass of beer dally. Thousands of 
men are engaged in the brewing 

business and would be thrown out of 
work if brewing was prohibited. In

ESCAPES FROM DEATH, 


Bat American Aviator Hall & Badly 
Wounded.

PARIS, June 28. — Corp. James 
Normal Hall, American aviator and 


member of the Lafayette Flying 
Squadron, who has been reported 
killed in an encounter with German 
airplanes, has fortunately escaped 
death. Though he is badly wound- 
ed there are hopes of his recovery. 

Hall was flying over the German 
lines when attacked by a German 
biplane. After a hot encounter sev- 
en other German machines came to 
the assistance of the biplane, and, 
in the unequal fight, Hall was shot 
through the lung. He managed, 
however, with great courage and 
coolness, to bring his machine down 
within the French lines. He fainted 
just before landing, but had strength 
enough and presence of mind to cut 
off the gasoline and ease the lang- 
ing so that the machine was not de- 
stroyed. 

Hall was picked up and taken to 
the Soissons hospital, where he is 
now under treatement. In addition 
to the wound in the lung he received 
a bullet cut across the forehead 
which is of an insignificant nature. 
The doctors are hopeful of his re- 
covery and the military authorities 
are deeply interested, as Hall is con- 
sidered one of the most daring mem- 
bers of the Lafayette squadron. He 
is a son of Mrs. A. W. Hall of Col- 
fax, lowa.

STUDY EXCESS 
WAR PROFITS. 


Committee may Fix Sixteen 
Per Cent. Rate. 


Senate Virtually Completes 
Tax Bill Revision. 


Bond Issue of Five Hundred 
Millions Proposed. 


[SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, June 28.—With 
revision of the war tax virtually 
completed and now totaling $1,449,- 
000,000 against the $1,800,000,000 
levy of increased taxes adopted by 
the House, the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee today considered authoriza- 
tion of additional bonds. 

Senator Stone formally proposed 
a bond issue of $500,000,000. The 
committee plans to reach a decision 
tomorrow and to fix the rate to be 
imposed on war excess profite— 
probably 16 per cent. During 
lengthy committee discussion of the 
bond question a larger issue was not 
Suggested, although with a half 
billion of bonds Senator Simmons 
said the bill still would fall short by 
$300,000,000, and probably more, of 
meeting the ensuing year’s War ex- 
pense. 

From excess profits the commit- 
tee now plans, under its latest esti- 
mates, to raise, $300,000,000. An 
amendment adopted today would 
exempt from the tax upon individ- 
ual persons: 

“In office or employment, tnclud- 
ing that of a commercial traveler 
or agent whose remuneration con- 
sists wholly of a fixed and definite 
sum irrespective of the amount of 
business done or any other contin- 
gency; and a profession the profits 
of which depend mainly on the per- 
sogal qualification of the individuals 
and in which there is not 
required the investment of more 
than nominal capital.” 
Manufacturers and their repre- 
sentatives generally are opposing 
repeal proposed by the committee 
of the drawback by which they re- 
ceive from the government prac- 
tically all duties paid on raw ma- 
terials which enter into manufac- 
tured products, which later are ex- 
ported. In such cases the govern- 
ment retains 1 per cent. of the duty 
paid as an administration charge. 
Earl D. Bapst, president of the 
American Sugar Refining Company, 
said the repeal of the drawback 
would be a shock to business men. 

“The drawback device of provid- 
ing free raw materials to American 
manufacturers for export purposes,” 
he said, “is more than a century old 
and was supposed to be one of our 
business anchors which would not 
be pulled up, especially without 
present export opportunity and ob- 
ligation to our Allies. The action 
of the committee places the United 
at a dieadvantage in the 
world’s sugar market.”

PECLARES THEY KIDNAPED 
AND ATTACKED HER.

VANCOUVER (Wash.) June 
Startling disclosures of a 16-year-old 
girl, rescued here from a gang of 
youthful so-called “love pirates,” 
caused an investigation which cul- 
minated today when the police, Sher- 
iff and prosecuting attorney clamped 
down the lid on public frivolity. 
Five sons of Vancouver's most 
prominent families are awaiting trial

tall food prices in the United 

States advanced on an aver- 
age & per cent. from April 16 to 
May 16, as shown in figures com- 
piled today by the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics. During the year end- 
ing enn May 15 they increased 39 
per cent. 
The biggest jump during the 
month was in flour, which advanced 
29 per cent. The increase in corn 
meal was 15 per cent.; beans, 14 
per cent g bread, 13 per cent., and 
rice, 11 per cent. The only drop, in

and butter, § 


cent.; bacon, ham and lard, $ to 10 
per cent.; hens, 1 per cent salmon, 
10 per cent; eggs, 3 per cent.;

The greatest advances during the 


year was made by potatoes. which 
advanced in price 149 per cent., and 
in flour, 122 per cent. 

In the last four years retail food 
prices generally have advanced 66 
per cent. 

Preliminary estimates by the food 
administration today indicate that 
farmers received an average price 
of $1.60 a bushel for their last

BAKER (Or.) June 28.—Damage 
running into the hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars was caused today 
when the reservoir of the Kilmaque 
Irrigation Company, near Haines, 
went out and the released waters 
rushed in a wild torrent through 
the village of Rock Creek, destroy- 
ing it and devastating thousands of 
acres of farming territory in the 
adjacent valley. 

Officials of the maque Com- 
pany declared their et tonight 
that the dam had been dynamited 
and caused the arrest of a dis- 
charged workman named Gray. He 
protested his innocence. 

The torrent was described by eye- 
witnesses as a great mass of water 
200 yards wide and 30 feet deep, 
roaring down the canyon and carry- 
ing away everything in its path. It 
struck the power company's barn, 
grinding it to splinters. ig forest 
trees were borne on the crest of the 
column and these became a weapon 
of the Hood, striking bulidings as 
battering rams. Sev families 
had narrow 

Communication with the flooded 

section has been cut off, and it is 
not known whether any lives were 
lost. Almost every building in Rock 
Creek, including the Farmers’ Trad- 
ing Company tollhouse, was de- 
stroyed. Residents of Haines, which 
is in the path of the flood, were re- 
ported hurrying for high ground. 
Along the entire path of the rush- 
ing waters, people are fleeing, carry- 
ing with them what few belongings 
they were able to gather, according 
to reports reaching here. 
Several ranches have been com- 
pletely flooded. The loss will run 
into thousands of dollars, it is de- 
lieved, as the district affected is con- 
sidered one of the most productive 
grain and sections of Oregon. 

Kilmaque e ia located on the 
summit of the Bikhorn Mountain 
range. 

The dam belonged to the Eastern 

Oregon Light and Power Company, 
which constructed u to supply pow- 
er to towns in the vicinity. The 
lake covers about thirty acres and is 
of natural formation. 
It is reported the company’s plant 
at Rock Creek, two miles east and 
below Kilmaque Lake was rendered 
useless. 

When the waters reached Power 
Valley, below the lake, they moved 
quietly. Many were un- 
aware of their danger until the wa- 
ter Was upon therm. 

Kilmaque Lake was recently 
stocked with trout and was a resort 
for fishermen.

CLEAN PLATES 
IN ALL HOMES. 


New Food Gospel to be Sent 
Every Household. 


Womén of Entire State Urged 
to Lend Support. 
Pledges of Co-operation will 
be Asked of Them. 


“The gospel of the clean plate“ 
Practical help of the women of Cal- 
ifornia in observance of the direc- 


tions and ddvice of the food ad- 
ministration—is to be laid before 
every woman of California between 
this morning and next Monday. The 
machinery for this service is now in 
full motion in Los Angeles. It pre- 
sents a striking example of the or- 
ganization efficiency of the Wom- 
an's Committee of the Councils of 
National and State Defense. 

A six-page folder, with the strik- 
ing title, “Food will Decide the 
War,” was prepared by the com- 
mittee early this week. It sets forth 
to the women of California the 


necessity for immediate co-opera- 
tion through their own households 
in conserving the food supply, and 
provides a blank form of a pledge 
to give this co-operation which each 
woman is requested to sign and re- 
turn to headquarters here. 

Copy for this folder went to the 
printer Wednesday. The first lot of 


ters yesterday morning. A corps of 
women, in charge of Mrs. Frances 
Harmon, at once began prepar- 
ing the packages to be sent to the 
chairmen of the County Women’s 
Committee of the State Defense, and 
by noon yesterday the packages for 
all the mde remote sections of the 
State were on their way. 
COVER THE STATE. 

The work was continued during 
the afternoon, and by this forenoon 
the last of the leaflets will be in 
the mails, so that by Monday every 
part of California will have been 
thoroughly covered by its distribu- 
tion.. The county chairmen will use 
all efforts to place one of these leaf 
lets in every household in their 
counties. Immediately thereafter a 
stream of the signed pledges is ex- 
pected to pour back into the head- 
quarters of the Woman's Committee 
of. the Councils of National and 
State Defense. These will be prop- 
erly tabulated, and the results will 
be ~ to Washington. 

In ern California the appor- 
tionment of these folders by coun- 
tles has been made as follows: Los 
Angeles county, 150,000; San Diego. 
100,000; Orange, 10,000: San Ber- 
nar dino, 15,000; Riverside, 9000; 
Imperial, 7000; Santa Barbara, 6500; 
Ventura, 5000. 

The pledge which the women of 
California households are urged to 
sign declares: 

“IT am glad to join in the exercise 
of food conservation for our nation, 
and I hereby accept membership in 
the United States Food Administra- 
tion, pledging myself to carry out 
the directions and advice of the food 
administration in the control of my 
household.” 

The pledge also provides spaces 
wherein the woman who signs may 
state whether she is occupied as a 
breadwinner, the number in her 
household, whether she employs a 
cook, has a garden, grows fruit or 
vegetables, and whether she will 
take part in authorized neighbor- 
hood movements. 

Every effort will be made to ex- 
tend knowledge in gardening, do- 
mestic economy, conservation and 
utilization of food, and as rapidly 
as plans are formulated women will 
be informed how they best can serve 
the national interests in food con- 
servation. 

GOVERNOR'S REQUEST. 

In connection with this movement 
Gov. Stephens has issued the follow- 
ing statement to the women of Cal- 
ifornia: 

“The time has now come to mo- 
bilige the voluntary forces of the 
country for food conservation. The 
women of California are ever ready 
to respond to the call of their coun- 
try and to do their patriotic duty. I 
urge, therefore, that you give your 
earnest attention to the plan of the 
food administrator, accept the en- 
closed pledge and do everything in 
your power to save food and elim- 
inate waste. This I believe to be 
essential to win the war. We must 
have food for our allies as well as 
ourselves.” 

The movement among the women 
of California is based upon the re- 
quest of Herbert C. Hoover, who 
has been placed in charge of the 
work of gational food conservation. 
These are Mr. Hoover's first direc- 
tions, as set forth on the leaflet now 
being distributed: 

ret, to save the wheat—-One 
wheatless meal a day, using corn- 
bread or other cereal, to release the 
wheat for our allies, who do not 
know how to use corn producta. 

Second, to save the meat—To buy 
less and serve smaller portions. One 
meatiess day a week. 

Third, to save the fate—To use 
no butter in cooking. We consume 
three times the fats necessary in 
cooking. 

Fourth, to save transportation— 
By eating home products and 80 re- 
lease the freight cars. 

Fifth, to preach “The Gospel of 
the Clean Plate“ — To buy less food- 
stuffs: to skimp the garbage can. 

Sixth, to Increase the uses of corn, 
buckwheat, rice, rye and all vegeta- 
bles——Aside fro eating an in- 
creased proportion of these com- 
modities in order to save on the 
staples, it i extremely important 
that any surplus shall be preserved 
or well stored for winter use.

The Bureau of War Risks Insur- 
ance will accept the applications of 
vessel owners for the insurance of 
this class of employees, or the m- 
surance may be given to other in- 
surance companies. These must, 
however, be approved by the United 
States Treasury Department. 

The insurance must be for an 
amount in respect to each person 
equaling one year’s earnings, or to 
twelve times the monthly earnings 
of the insured, not more than $5000 
nor leas than $1500. 

The following rates of compensa- 
tion have been upon to be 
paid in case the injuries enumerated 
are suffered by any person 80 in- 
sured: Loss of one hand, 50 per 
cent.; one arm, 65 per cent.; one 
foot, 60 per cent.; one leg, 65 per 
cent.; one eye, 45 per cent.; and the 
total loss of hearing. 50 per cent.

FREIGHT RATE ADVANCE 
WILL WORK INJUSTICE. 


HE general increase of 15 per 
cent. on all interstate freight 
rates will work a great injury 

to Southern California shippers, ac- 
cording to F. P. Gregson, traffic man- 
ager of the Associated Jobbers of 
Los Angeles. He accuses the ral 
roads of being inaccurate in their 
statements to the public in this mat- 


“It will mean an increase of any- 
where from 15 to 80 per cent. in 
rates unless the Interstate Commerce 
Commission interposes objections 
before next Sunday, July 1.“ said 
Mr. Gregson yesterday. “Not only. 
will the rate injure shippers of Cal- 
ifornia products, but it will hurt lo- 
cal industries that are dependent on 
supplies from the East. 

‘Take structural steel as a good 
example of what is to be expected. 
At the end of last year steel rates 
to Los Angeles were 65 cents per 
hundred pounds with a minimum 
car weight of 80,000 pounds or a 
minimum charge of $520 per car. 
On January 1, this year, the rate 
advanced $2 per up 
the cost per car to $600. 

“There is at present before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
the settlement of tariffs in the so- 
called ‘long and short haul.’ In the 
event the decision favors the rail- 
roads, the cost of bringing steel 


here will advance to 86% cents a 
pound. On top of this, put the 18 
per cent. advance and the cost 


jumps to $800 a car for trans- 
portation, an advance of 70 per cent. 
since last December 31. 

The railroads are not mention- 
ing all of these things. They are 
making the plea that increased op- 
erating expenses are so high that 
they must have the additional 18 
per cent. What is true of steel is 
true of practically every other line 
of goods that can be shipped. South- 
ern .California on the one item of 
steel alone is ne the railroads 
an increase of $900,000 a year. The 
actual cost of handling this product 
has not gone over $250 per car, so 
it is difficult to see where the ra- 
roads get their right to ask for more 
money. 

“On our east-bound California 
canned fruits the rate on January 
1 jumped from 62% cents to 72% 
cents per hundred. The proposed 
additional 16 per cent. will bring the‘ 
cost to approximately 84 cents and 
give the raflroad an added profit of 
about $125 a car. Our acreage in 
vegetables and fruite has increased 
tremendously during the past three 
years. If the advances proposed go 
into effect, it may mean a serious 
setback to agricultural develop- 
ment.”

+ States has been marked by 
movements, simultaneous here and 
in Germany, for the enlisting of 
convicts in the armies of the two 


strongly supported by many dele 
gates ‘representing our penal inetl- 
tutions, that the Governors of all 
States be called in convention to de- 
clde upon the drafting of prisoners 
in their commonwealthe for service 
in the field. In Germany, with the 

pect of the addition of some 

000 men to the available man- 

wer, a powerful organization has 

formed, under the euphemistic 
phrase of “rehabilitating those un- 
der penal regulations,” for a iike 
utilization of criminal prisoners. 

It ie curious that two bodies of 
people, so diametrically opposed in 
national spirit, should reach similar 
conclusions from their totally-dit- 
ferent viewpoints. It is obvious that 
Germany, under stress of circum- 
stances and the undoubted necessity 
for reinforcement of its man-power, 
feels the necessity of abandoning 
its boasted adherence to ite high 
army morale and, by taking con- 
Mets, emphasizes the world-wide 
charges as to the moral conditions 
actually existing and evidenced by 
eyetematic assassination from air 
and sea, while confirming the amply- 
proved crimes perpetrated in the 
past throughout Beigium and 
France. 


The basis of the American move 
ment appears to be that the convict 
can secure a moral benefit through 
military service. There is no doubt 
of it—to the extent that, generally 
speaking. army discipline and aseo- 
ciation with men of acknowledged 
moral character should benefit him. 
The same specious argument is ad- 
vanced by the militant peycholo- 
gists of Germany in order to con- 
done the opening of the jail doors 
there. a 

Rut the plan on both sides of the 
ocean is merely theoretical. it 
takes no account of other podasibill- 
ties. When we consider the frality 
of human nature and the fact that 
war in itself stimulates all the de- 
structive tendencies in man, the ef- 
fect on the criminal— whose attitude 
towards society is per se destrur- 
tive rather than constructive—is 
problematical. 

The proportion of men in our pris- 
ons whose presence there ts due to 
habits in themselves viciove—euch 
as lax morality and tendency to 
theft—is high. How shall we ex- 
pect such men to improve morally 
when there are now reported many 
thousands of soldiers from the ac- 
tive fronts who are incapacitated 
because of lax morals and when op- 
portunities for theft are certain to 
be continually presented? What 
shall be said of the effect of such an 
influx of men justly convicted of 
crime upon the morale of the armies 
of this republic? If these questions 
be at all moot, is it not infinitely 
safer to refrain rather than to take 
the chance’ 

But we have evidence of what 
happens when criminals are en- 
larged by wholesale. In Russia., 
after the first impulsive promises of 

behavior on the part of the 
liberated convicts, they banded to- 
gether and constituted one of the 
worst menaces to the newborn re 
public. With that appalling exam- 
ple before us, shall we, who are 
only beginning the utilization of our 
overwhelming man-power, 
to the last resource that ts being 
turned to by Germany? 

Great nations, even great repub- 
lies, have indeed utilized in the past 
their convicts for military purposes. 
But even Rome, inflexible in tts 
maintenance of the honor and dis- 
nity of the Roman citizen, restricted 
ite criminals to service in the Fal- 
leys. The resentment of American 
soldiers against compulsory service 
beside freed convicts is emphasised 
all the more by the fact that there 
exist employs, of a standard as pa- 
triotic and of utility as urgent. which 
convicts can fill under conditions 
provided by our State and Federal 
authorities, The country needs farm- 
ers and labor in general Convicts 
are better qualified physically for 
these duties than for any other. 
They will be morally helped by 
work in the open and can be kept 
free from the temptations they 
would otherwise encounter. They 
will be helping our armies’ by be- 
coming producers they will prac- 
tically form a part of the great mill- 
tary force we must have; they will 
do their part for the victory we 
must achieve.

Syrian Dancer is Defeated in 
Divorce Action. 


For Five Years Fought Mate’s 
Cruelty Charge. | 


Supreme Court Says Evidence 
Favored Husband. 


Affirmation yesterday by the State 
Supreme Court of the decision an- 
nounced some time ago in the di- 
vorce suit of Thomas 8. N. Maloof 
against Zarefa Maloof brings to a 
close a most bitterly-contested case. 
The Supreme Court upheld the de- 
cision of the lower tribunal on the 
grounds that the evidence brought 
out at the first trial was more con- 
clusively in favor of the plaintiff 
than of the defendant.

Interesting details of the life of 
Josiah V. Peabody, whose wills are 
the subject of attack in probate pro- 
ceedings, now promise to be told 
by the various claimants for a share 
of the fortune.

She 
is seeking to have the will of October 
12, 1907 probated, under which she 
was made the sole beneficiary.

Mrs. Pea- 
body denied in a petition that she 
and W. I. Price, as alleged, de- 
stroyed the will of March 1, 1909. 
She attacks the probate of this will 
on the ground that Mr. Peabody was 
of unsound mind at the time he exe- 
cuted it, and the further ground that 
the will was procured by influence 
of John „ Bhe alleges that 
her husband was intemperate and 
had a delusion that she was plot- 
ting to murder him and defraud 
him of his property.
